As described above, it is desirable to record a selection of members for later use. 
However, simply recording a "snapshot" of the selected members in the current 
hierarchy tree has the problem of recreating the desired member selections when the 
underlying hierarchical structures change. For example, if a class is moved from 
department to department (thus moving a member) or if a new store is added in a 
particular region (thus adding a member), then the tree must automatically reflect the 
new structures when it is next loaded. The approach implemented in system 10 
addresses these problems by recording the sequence of actions that the user took to 
select particular members and saves these actions instead of the actual tree. The 
sequence of actions may then be replayed to generate a desirable member selection. 
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
